A HEAVY SNOWSTORM

SRNATOK 'LEVY TESTIFIES . 


Senator Max Levy appeared before

Mr. Levy declined to give' an 
opinion as to- whether a man or. a 
system was 'at fault,-leaving that for 
the committee to find out, but he did 
believe that the matter should be cor- 
rected. .
